field, and rode to the court-house and jail, 
where the ir.uideier was confined, and sur- 
rounded it. The citizens rapidly assembled. 
The county judge and several citizens ad- 
dressed and urged them to let the law take 
its course. 
This wah of no avail. 
They 


said they had come for Kephart and would 
liavc him, and they had erected his scaffold 
and dug his grave. 
They then took a 


scantling and battered down the doors to 
his cell, and then quietly carried him to the 
place where the crime was committed aud 
there hung him.
